Screwbean mesquite t r e e s are 
numerous in the area north of the 
Saltón Sea but are quite rare in the 
vicinity of Palm Springs. There are 
a few in Andreas Canyon, probably 
planted by the Indians many years 
ago. However, I am not sure of this 
and must ask John Joseph, the In­ 
dian at the Palm Canyon toll gate, 
who was born in Andreas Canyon. 


Andreas Canyon was one of the 
most favorable and beautiful of the 
old Indian habitation sites. It is not 
at all improbable that the Indians 
brought in a few young screwbean 
mesquite trees or seeds as its close 
relative, the honey mesquite, finds 
a favorable environment there. 
These 
few screwbean mesquite 
trees 
are 
located in the upstream 
edge of the main 
group 
of 
palm 
trees. The easiest method of identi­ 
fication is to look for the pods which 
are tightly coiled, giving the general 
appearance of a screw, 
hence 
the 
common name of screwbean. There 
are a few of the pods remaining on 
the upper branches, and once you 
have seen this characteristic spiral- 
shape it is quite easy to identify the 
screwbean mesquite and not mistake 
it for its very close relative, the 
honey mesquite. 
If no pods are available the iden­ 
tification becomes a comparison of 
the two species. 
Honey mesquite 
trees are rather common in this sec­ 
tion. They are 
a 
sprawly heavily

branched free with the lower limbs 
quite close to the surface of the 
ground. The screwbean m esquite is 
a m ore delicately built tree w ith as­ 
cending branches. When grow ing in 
well-spaced groups they are sugges- 
five of peach trees. The pod of the 
honey m esquite is long and resem - 
kies a siring bean pod. 
If you are not quite sure of the 
identification of the mesquite trees 
look for the paired thorns which are 
quite stout on the honey mesquite 
and rather fine on the screwbean 
mesquite. The leaves of both trees 
are compound and again there is a 
comparison of size, the heavier and 
larger leaves of the honey mesquite 
and the smaller, more delicate leaves 
of the screwbean mesquite. 
One of the staple foods of the old 
Indians was furnished by the honey 
mesquite. The pods were gathered 
and stored; when needed, they were 
ground, hulls and seeds, in stone 
mortars. The meal was dampened 
and set aside for a day, then eaten. 
A chemical analysis of this food of 
the ancient Indians shows it to be 
highly nutritious and well-balanced. 
It is quite palatable. 
The next time you are in Andreas 
Canyon you can see the usual com ­ 
bination of an old Indian camp site, 
water, 
sheltering 
caves, 
grinding 
holes and the usually present honey 
mesquite trees. The big flat rock 
pitied with grinding holes in front of 
the Andreas Canyon cave is known 
as Kitchen Rock for it was there the 
Indian women ground the mesquite 
pods. To make the Andreas Canyon 
site more complete there are som e 
Indian paintings indicating the pres­ 
ence of an Indian artist.
